This  added  materially  to  the  volume  of  the  Sanitary  inspector  s 
work  and  responsibilities^but  in  spite  of  this^matters  relating 
to  public  Health  were  maintained  at  satisfactory  levels#due  in 
the  main  to  conscientious  supervision  on  the  part  of  the  Sanitary
